1 Corinthians 1 1 :24-25 - Paul's reference to the 

Communion Service 

Why does Jesus say, "in remembrance" 

Because We Tend to Forget 

Nine times in Deuteronomy Moses used the word "forget" 
(4.9,23,31; 6.12; 8.11,14,19; 9.7; 32.18) 

What causes us to forget? 1 

Cue dependent forgetting 
Cue-dependent forgetting or retrieval failure, is the failure

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to recall a memory due to missing stimuli or cues that were 
present at the time the memory was encoded. 

Interference Theories 
Interference theory refers to the idea that forgetting occurs 
because the recall of certain items interferes with the recall 
of other items. 

And when we forget what is true - 

we will live under what is false. 

Spiritually 

We loose "sight" of the invisible, spiritual realms - what's 
less real becomes most real. 

Emotionally 
Feeling takes over reason 

Negative emotions take over: anger, depression, rejection 
Mentally 

Our context of living becomes present tense, tunnel vision, 

immediate situation 

We loose the ability to interpret life 

We think about what is wrong, not about what is right 

Physically 
You will loose your health 

To remember properly is to live. Abundantly. 

If you will not remember you will not live. Emotionally, 
physically, spiritually, socially. 

The Call to Remember Jesus' truth 

His body and blood (do we remember these things?) 
Romans 7:4 - died to the Law by the body of Christ, joined 
to Christ to bear fruit for God 

Colossians 1 :22 - reconciled to God through the body of 
Christ 

Ephesians 2:13 - brought near to God by the blood of Christ 
Hebrews 9:14 - conscience cleansed from dead works to 
serve God by the blood of Christ 
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Hebrews 13:12 - sanctified by the blood of Christ 
1 Peter 1:19- redeemed by the blood of Christ 
Revelation 1:5 - released from sin by the blood of Christ 

Rescued from a Spiral of Forgetting 

Tuesday morning, 4:00 AM 

Our Lord says, Under conviction of sin, remember that I 
died for you (1 Tim.1.15). When oppressed and persecuted 
and afflicted for My sake and the gospel's, remember My 
love, so great that for you I gave My life (2 Cor.4:8-10).
